a) Species I, e.g. claims 1-17: A chemical vapor deposition process (CVD) for 
depositing a nitrogen doped titanium oxide coating on a hot glass substrate comprising 
providing a uniform, vaporized reactant mixture containing a titanium compound, an 
oxygen-containing compound and a nitrogen compound. 

b) Species II, e.g. claims 18-22: : A chemical vapor deposition process (CVD) for 
depositing a ni^ogen doped titanium oxide coating on a hot glass substrate comprising 
depositing a sodium diffusion barrier layer directly on said hot glass substrate; 
providing a uniform, vaporized reactant mixture comprises a titanium compound, 
chosen from a group consisting of TiX4, Ti(OR)4 and Ti(NR2)4. 

c) Species III, e,g. claims 23: A chemical vapor deposition process (CVD) for depositing 
a nitrogen doped titanium oxide coating on a hot glass substrate comprising 
depositing a color-suppressing coating directly on the surface of the hot glass 
substrate upon which the nitrogen doped titanium oxide is to be deposited; providing a 
uniform, vaporized reactant mixture comprises titanium tetrachloride, ethyl acetate and 
ammonia.
